We. the undersigned, have considered the application of M* H* Crockett for permission
to construct, maintain and operate a drive-In gasoline filling station and to construct,
curbs, ramps and commercial driveways In conjunction therewith upon property abutting the
east side of South Congress Avenue and situated between Miller Street and Riverside Drive,
which property Is a portion of the Isaac Pecker League within the City of Austin, Travis
County, Texas, and we hereby advise that the following conditions exist;

The property upon which this filling station Is to be located Is-designated as "C»
Commercial Use District on the zoning maps of the City of Austin*

The drainage from this filling station should be concentrated Into a seep well
located upon the property of the applicant.

We recommend that M. H. Crockett be granted permission to construct, maintain and.
operate said drive-In gasoline filling station and to construct curbs, ramps and commer-
cial driveways In conjunction therewith, subject to the following conditions;

(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed Inside of the property line,
correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment Is Installed* Lines
and grades to be obtained from the City Engineering Department for entrances and driveways,
building lines to be approved by the City Building Inspector* That the applicant shall
confer with the Olty Engineering Department as to the future grades of the sidewalks and
gutters on the adjacent streets before he starts any construction relative to the filling
station*

(2) That all construction of the filling station Improvements shall be In accord with
the Building Ordinance, the Zoning Ordinance, the Filling Station Ordinance, and In accord

(5) Expansion Joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan hereto attached
marked 2-0-iJ-S and shall be of the pre-moulded type.

(6) That before use of said station the owner shall apply to the Building Inspector
for final Inspection when he considers that he has compiled v/lth all the requirements of
the City.
